INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 

The object of " Putnam's Library Com- 
panion " is to furnish a cheap, clear and 
convenient record of such current pub- 
lications in English, as intelligent people 
are likely to want to know about. The 
titles of most books show clearly enough 
what they are. Where it seems necessa- 
ry, a line or two is added to complete 
this information. It is attempted in the 
" Companion," as in " The Best Reading," 
to express roughly the editor's estimate 
of the relative value or importance of the 
books mentioned under one subject, by 
the use of the ratings a and i ; a indicat- 
ing that the work is considered the best 
on the whole of the less expensive recent 
publications on the subject, and d that it 
is the best without reference to its cost. 
For reading people, and for librarians 
who have to provide for reading people, 
such a list may help to choose what books 
to buy, and we trust it may be found of 
. essential service as well as to Librarians 



and Library Committees, as to individual 
readers and buyers. 

The arrangement is by subjects or top- 
ics, on the general plan already proved 
useful and popular in "The Best Read- 
ing." 

In this first number a good many books 
are admitted which date back of the cur- 
rent quarter ; for the list in "The Best 
Reading," ended about the middle of 
August, 1876, and it was obviously best 
to keep the record full in this periodical 
continuation of that work. If there is 
sufficient cause, similar arrears may in 
moderation be hereafter brought up ; and 
a date will always remove any danger of 
misunderstanding. No other periodical 
in English, it is supposed, executes the 
office proposed for this little quarterly ; 
although there are many that do less and 
many that do a great deal more. It is 
believed that the object of " Putnam's 
Library Companion " justifies it in liv- 
ing. If not, it is easy (as most respecta- 
ble authority has asserted) to die.

A very important contribution to the 
study of literature is bein^ made by 
Mr. Henri Van Laun, in his History 
OF French LiTfeRATURE. The first 
volume, issued in November last, cov- 
ers the ground from the earliest period 
to the Renaissance ; the second, now 
ready, closes with the reign of Louis 
XIV, and the third, promised shortly, 
will complete the work with the reign of 
Napoleon I. It has evidently been the 
aim of Mr. Van Laun to prepare a 
work that should be a companion to 
Taine's " English Literature," first intro- 
duced to the English public through his 
translation, and his reviewers appear to 
think that he has achieved a good meas- 
ure of success.

As the ** Library Companion" is issued as a quarterly continuation of the ** Best Reading," 
it has been thought best to endeavor to give, as is done in that work^ some indication of the rela- 
tive importance of the works named. The task of indicating in any adequate manner * ' the best 
books " on any one subject is obviously a delicate and a difficult one. In some departments we do 
not attempt it at all. But in others^ for the convenience of purchasers^ and without any purpose 
of critical judgment^ beyond what is supposed to be generally established or accepted^ a certain 
'number of books have been marked which are considered on the whole the best of those named on 
the subject. Thus : "a" means that the book so marked is probably the best or among the best 
of the recent publications on the subject^ at a moderate cost ; *^ ^ " indicates the best of the 
more elaborate or costly works:. In the department of FICTION tAe item of relative cost is not 
taken into consideration. The class of books marked ' * « " contains those whichy from their ac- 
knowledged literary merits or from thdr value in representing some important historical period, 
social movement, or phase of thought ^ are likely to be included in the ^* standard" literature of 
the generation; the class "^" contains the works that may be called good novels, and can be re- 
commended to readers of fiction; while the books marked *V* and those not marked comprise 
volumes that may be readable^ but that are considered less desirable or less important. It should 
be born in mind, however^ that such a classification can at best but be approximate. TJiese 
divisions shade into each other, and there must of necessity be a wide difference of merit or im- 
portance among the works ranked under the same ^lass.

In this midsummer weather, 
when citizens find themselves absorbed 
in watching the thermometers, and the 
thermometers are doing their best to 
keep pace with the temperature, the 
average reader is, in a state of inertia, 
and his desire for books require stimu- 
lating. Such a service will be rendered 
to the most languid of summer readers 
by this little volume of Mr. Perkins, the 
title of which is full of weird suggestive- 
ness, while the book itself will be found 
as piquant as Nabob sauce. 

His Grandmothers is the title of 
the third volume in Putnam's Summer 
series. The name of the author is not 
given, but this book is described as be- 
ing a fresh original story containing 
some quaint and clever character stu- 
dies, a fund of humor and a thread of 
romance which the retrospective nature 
of the title would hardly lead the reader 
to expect. The characters of the story 
stand out with exceptional vividness 
and realism, and have evidently been 



drawn by the hand of an artist. 

Diana. Readers of fiction will glad- 
ly welcome the new novel of Susan 
Warner, which is announced for the 
early fall. Few writers have established 
so firm a hold upon American readers. 

It is nearly a quarter of a century 
since the " Wide, Wide World" made • 
its appearance, and its " world wide " 
reputation, and the steady demand for 
the last two books, "Wych Hazel," 
and the ** Gold of Chickaree,** show 
that the new generation has lost none of 
its interest in the veteran novelist.

As the *• Library Companion" is issued as a qu.irterly continuation of the **Best Reading,** 
it has been thought best to endeavor to give, as is done in that work^ some indication of the rela- 
tive importance of the works named. The task of indicating in any adequate manner * ' the best 
books " on any one subject is obviously a delicate and a difficult one. In some departments we do 
not attempt it at all. But in others^ for the convenience of purchasers^ and without any purpose 
of critical judgment^ beyond what is supposed io be generally established or accepted^ a certain 
number of books have been marked which are considered on the whole the best of those named on 
the subject. Thus : "« " means that the book so marked is probed? ly the best or among the best 
of the recent publications on the subject^ AT A MODERATE COST ; " ^ " indicates the best of the 
more elaborate or costly works.. In the department of FICTION the item of relative cost is not 
taken into consideration. The class of books marked "a" contains tliose which^ from their ac- 
knowledged literary merits or from their value in representing some important historical period^ 
social movement y or phase of thought^ are likely to be included in the *^ standard** literature of 
the generation; the class •'^" contains the works that may be called good novels , and can be re- 
commended to readers of fiction; while the books marked *V' and those not marked comprise 
volumes that may be readable^ but that are considered less desirable or less important. It should 
be born in mind^ however^ that such a classification can at best but be approximate. These 
divisions shade into each other^ and there must of necessity be a wide difference of merit or im- 
portance among the works ranked under the same class.

Bryant's Flood of Years is to be 
published before the close of the year 
in a handsome small quarto-volume, with 
illustrations designed and engraved by 
the artist-engraver, W. J. Linton. 

This is the last poem that has come to 
us from the pen of the veteran poet, and 
according to many critics, it is one of 
his very highest and strongest produc- 
tions. In its train of thought, as well as 
in the depth of its pathos, and the vivid- 
ness of its life-pictures, it will recall to 
the reader the Thanatopsis which more 
than half a century ago established on a 
firm foundation the fame of its youthful 
author ; but the range of its thought is 
wider, and the strokes with which the 
pictures are drawn are firmer and more 
vigorous. The philosophy of the two 
poems is however the same, and so also 
is their faith.

lieved to be one of the most important 
and attractive ever offered to the Ameri- 
can public. 

Frothingham's Life of Gerrit 
Smith. Biography is the foundation of 
History, and it possesses also a personal 
interest which gives a value peculiar to 



itself. The life of any true man, how- 
ever modest his attainments and mod- 
erate his achievements, would often be 
found, if it could be fairly known, to be 
better worth careful study than a whole 
decade of glittering campaigns. 

The subject of Mr. Frothingham's 
biography well deserves the appellation 
of a " true man,'* but his life was neither 
quiet nor undistinguished. He was an 
earnest philanthropist, a devoted worker 
in the anti-slavery cause, and a clear- 
headed man of business, who had an 
active and important part to play in the 
history and development of his native 
State, and in the reform movements of 
the whole country. Mr. Fro thin gham 
has had access to all the papers and cor- 
respondence pertaining to his subject, 
but has wisely avoided the error that is 
so apt to impair the attractiveness of 
volumes of memoirs, the introduction, 
namely, of a mass of material which pos- 
sesses a limited, rather than a gejieral in- 
terest, and which spoils the proportion 
of the work. His volume is of moderate 
compass, and presents in an artistic nar- 
rative the story of a life of unique 
character and value. 

How SHALL THE NaTION ReGAIN 

Prosperity ? is the " telling " title of 
the forthcoming volume by David A. 
Wells, which has for its topic the essen- 
tial dependence of national prosperity 
upon clear-headed, common-sense na- 
tional economy. 

A question like this goes home to the 
heart of the most philanthropic, and to 
the innermost pocket of the most selfish 
citizen, and thousands of readers and 
voters will give eager attention to the 
analysis and suggestions of the veteran 
economist. 
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As a part of the same general question, 
and a part also of the fight of the men 
of thought and the men of practical ex- 
perience against the muddle-headed and 
ruinous legislation, are the works of 
Henry R. Linderman (Director of the 
U. S. Mint), on Money and Legal 
Tender in the United States, and 
of Prof. J. M. Sturtevant on Economics, 
OR, The Science of Wealth. 

These are books that should be in the 
hands of the average Congressman, who 
holds in his hands so much of the pros- 
perity of the Nation, and if the average 
Congressman refuses to be instructed, 
the average voter will find it good econ- 
omy to hire a better article to represent 
him. 

Proctor's Myths and Marvels of 
Astronomy treats of Astrology, The 
Religion of the Great Pyramid, Sweden- 
borg's Visions, Suns in Flames, Comets 
as Portents, The Lunar Hoax, Para- 
doxes, The Origin of the Constellation 
Figures, and similar "myths and marvels." 

Mr. Proctor is always an attractive 
writer, and he has taken for his present 
work a group of subjects which under 
the dullest treatment would be fascinat- 
ing reading. Few chapters in the his- 
tory of man's development are so inter- 
esting as those which treat of his at- 
tempts to grasp the problems of the 
heavens, and the records of the legends 
and fables which he has associated with 
the heavenly bodies. All that Mr. Proc- 
tor writes, however fanciful, is based on 
a sound and scientific knowledge, and 
he is an exceptional instance of an au- 
thor who, while making each year im- 
portant contributions to the science of 
Astronomy, has done perhaps more than 
any other writer to popularize its study 
among unscientific persons. 

Mazade's Life of Count Cavour. 
The life of Cavour is the record of the 
founding of the Kingdom of Italy, or 
rather of the forming of the Italian 
Nation. To perhaps no other man in 
modem history has it been given to con- 



tribute to his native land a service of 
such inestimable value, and against 
which were to be debited so few mis- 
takes. His work was ably, honestly, 
thoroughly done, and the foundation 
stands. His life possesses, however, 
apart from its historical significance, a 
great personal interest. He was a man 
of warm, genial sympathies and keen 
perception of character, and his impres- 
sions of the large circle of friends and 
acquaintances with whom he came in 
contact are clear-cut, witty, and very at- 
tractive reading. His biographer has 
brought to his work a hearty apprecia- 
tion of and admiration for his subject, a 
full knowledge of the history of the 
time, and a terse, epigrammatic style ; 
and the translation has been performed 
with taste and accuracy. The volume 
is alike indispensable to the student of 
history and fascinating to the general 
reader. 

Before another number of the Libra r y 
Companion has been given to our read- 
ers, the Holiday Season of 1877 will 
have come and gone, and it is therefore 
fitting in this issue to call attention to 
some of the new books for the Young 
People, which (while we trust they are 
of such permanent value as to remain in 
demand throughout the entire year), are 
naturally in special requisition towards 
Christmas : — 

Geo. Cary Eggleston, whose Big 
Brother and Captain Sam have in 
previous seasons delighted adventure- 
loving boys, has this year added to the 
Big Brother Series The Signal Boys, 
or. Captain Sam's Company a story of 
the War of 181 2. 

Mr. Eggleston's stories, while stirring 
and exciting, are thoroughly wholesome 
in their tendency, and are considered by 
the best critics as an immense advance 
upon the melo-dramatic boys' literature 
which came into popularity during the 
war. 

Marie Pabke and Margery Deane have 
collected, under the title of Wonder 
World, a series of original legends 
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from the folk-lore of the French, Ger- 
man, Russian, Hungarian, Irish, Turk- 
ish, Hindustani, Chinese, Swedish, Ital- 
ian, Japanese, and Hebrew. These are 
stories which have stood the test of cen- 
turies for countless generations of chil- 
dren. In this carefully edited collection 
they will be found no less attractive to 
the children of to-day, while presenting 
material of much value to the student of 
folk-lore. 

A companion volume to the above is 
The Enchanted Moccasins, which 
comprises a collection of the Legends 
of the American Indians, compiled 
from original sources by Cornelius 
Mathews. 

A book like this is in fact the first vol- 
ume of the History of American Litera- 
ture. 

The author of that quaint and home- 
like little volume. The House with Spec- 
tacles, has this year added to it Patsy, a 
story of the home-life of a little girl. It 
will be found to possess a personal in- 
terest to the large circle of little 
girls who are afflicted with "bothera- 
tions." 

Of a similar character is the life-like 
record of Six Sinners, by Wheaton 
Campbell, a volume that, while not in 
the least didactic, carries with it some 
serviceable lessons. 

Mrs. Marie Field has adapted from the 
French some exceptionally graceful little 
stories entitled The Wings of Courage. 
In their delicate fancifulness they form 
a curious antithesis to the characteristic- 
ally American tales before mentioned. 

Last, but not least, the immortal 
Budge and Toddie have managed 
to get their faces washed, and themselves 
into holiday attire, and the record of 
their haps and mishaps, amusingly il- 
lustrated by the pencil of Lucy Morse, 
forms one of the thoroughly attractive 
gift-books of the year. It is grouped 
under the children's books, as the boys 
and girls will certainly take delight in 



it, but it is after all the fond parents to 
whom Mr. Habberton's life-like and 
amusing delineations give the keenest 
pleasure. The volume is, it should be 
understood, new only as to this holiday 
shape, it being the illustrated edition of 
that now famous book. Other People's

In Anderson's Silver Country we 
have a description of the region former- 
ly known as "New Spain," which in- 
cludes Northern Mexico, New Mexico, 
Nevada, Arizonia, Utah, and part of 
California.

While 
giving the statistics of subjects of such 
timely importance as silver and South 
Western railroads, the work has no 
theories to advocate or to propound as 
to the vexed questions of government 
subsidies and remonitization. It is sole- 
ly a work of information, prepared for 
the benefit of those who, like Rosa 
Dartle, " want to know," a class which 
includes, it is to be hoped, national 
legislators and a good many thousands 
besides.

The History of French Literature, by 
Henri Van Laun. ** The third and last volume 
of the * History of French Literature/ by Henri 
Van Laun, covers the period from the end of the 
reign of Louis XIV. till the end of the reign of 
Louis Philippe. It is, we need hardly say, a 
most interesting and important period, for in it 
were developed the literary and philosophic ten- 
dencies whose political outcome brought about 
the French Revolution, and resulted, also, in the 
two empires, the German war, and the latest re- 
public. In a previous volume M. Van Laun 
has shown us the character of what is known as 
the Augustan age of French literature, an age, 
however, which in its superficial splendor and its 
grinding despotism is responsible for the terrible 
popular outbreaks of that which followed it.

Charles Francis Adams, Jr., who has 
made himself the authority on subjects 
connected with railroads, will add shortly 
to this group of books a volume on Rail- 
roads and Railroad Questions, which 
will treat of the " Genesis of the System," 
" Accidents," and the " Present Railroad 
Problem." If the book goes only to 
those who are interested in the owner- 
ship, in the use, or in the administration 
of railroads, it is sure of a large circle of 
readers. 

The volume of Dr. Linderman, Di- 
rector of the Mint, on Money and 
Legal Tender in the United States, 
referred to in the last number of the 
" Companion," has been accepted, during 
the discussion of the Silver Question, as 
the standard authority on the facts re- 
lating to the history of the currency, and 
as the most comprehensive of the more 
compact treatises on the subject. 

A most serviceable work of reference 
for the student, the family, and the 
business man, is the new and en- 
larged edition of The CvcLOPiEDiA of 
Biography, a Record of the Lives of 
Eminent Persons, compiled by Parke 
Godwin, which has been revised and 
continued to August, 1877. The pub- 
lishers claim for this work that it pre- 
sents an admirable combination of com- 
pactness and comprehensiveness. The 
previous editions have recommended 
themselves to the public favor, as well 
for the fullness of their lists of essential 
names, as for the accuracy of the ma- 
terial given. The present edition will, 
it is believed, be found still more satis- 
factory as to these points, and possesses 
for American readers the special advan- 
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tage over similar English works, in the 
full proportion of space given to eminent 
American names. 

The work has been issued in a hand- 
some octavo of 1 200 pages, uniform with 
a new enlarged edition of- Putnam's 
World's Progress, published a few 
weeks back, to which it is an admirable 
companion volume. The two works to- 
gether form a reference library in them- 
selves, and give, at the moderate cost of 
$9 50, a comprehensive Encyclopaedia 
of essential facts. 

Nervous Diseases are said to be a 
luxury in which Americans indulge to a 
greater extent than any other people. 
It may be a subject of national pride 
that we can live " more to the minute " 
than most folks, but it is certainly de- 
sirable that the number of minutes that 
ought to form our proper share of exist- 
ence should not be too seriously curtailed 
in the. process. Treatises upon the 
management of the nervous system, by 
the men who know, are therefore sure of 
an appreciative interest.

spread and increasing interest in the 
study of the art of Ceramic decoration. 
For those wishing to inform themselves 
only of the leading facts in the history 
of Ceramic art, and in the nature of the 
classifications of Pottery and Porcelain, 



Mrs. Lockwood's Hand-book of Cer- 
amic Art will be found a most con- 
venient manual, while to those who pro- 
pose ,to make a more exhaustive study 
of the subject, her volume will prove of 
good service as an introduction and 
guide to the larger works. 

Col. Geo. Ward Nichols' Pottery : 
How It is Made, Its Shape and Dec- 
oration, on the other hand, is planned 
for those who are interested either prac- 
tically or theoretically in the manufac- 
ture or decoration of pottery, and gives 
trustworthy descriptions of the various 
fictile processes, and practical instruction 
in the art of painting with either vitrifi-. 
able or common oil colors upon hard 
and soft porcelain and earthenware. 
The book will be of service, therefore, 
as well to professional potters and deco- 
rators as to that large class of amateurs 
who are seeking to acquire this art 
either for entertainment or as a business 
occupation. The illustrations in the 
book are especially full, and some of them 
very unique. 

There has been in existence for some 
years in New York an association called 
the N. Y. Canoe Club. It has, as its name 
implies, authority to own and to use 
caqoes, and it has accomplished a certain 
amount of business in this direction, with 
much satisfaction and probably some 
profit to its members.
